ment of zoology of Denison univer- 
sity has been engaged In two unus- 
ual types of vsork for the past 
months. 
The first In relation to 
health and the second to the testing 
of American microscopical dyes. 
It 
has been necessary during this per- 
iod to put aside the problems in pure 
research formerly carried on to take 
up these more urbent problems. 
The village has been threatened 
with diptheria epidemics three times 
but in each case, the infection was 
prevented from spreading. This has 
been due to the cooperation of the 
town physicians with Dr. S. I. Korn- 
hauser, chairman of the committee 
on health and head of the department 
of zoology. He has been assisted in 
this work by Miss Evelyn Cathcart 
who is a Iso a trained bacteriologist. 
Throat cultures have been made of 
all persons who came in contact with 
the patient and these "contacts" 
have been isolated until a microscop- 
ical examination of the cultures 
showed the absence of diptheria 
bacilli.

Wilhard declared nothing had been

erred in returning the roads to their 
owners. 


"What the railroads need more 
than anything else at the piesent 
time," he asserted, "is an opportun 
ity under the terms of the transpor- 
tation act to work out their prob- 
lems without unnecessary and bur- 
densoma interference, and I have 
the utmost confidence that they will 
straighten up their present difficul 
ties if given (a fair chance to do so 
I am also confident that they will 
provide the people of this country 
with adequate transportation at rea 
sonable rates and lower rates than 
are to be found lor similar service 
in any other country in the woild. 
This the railroads did do under the 
faulty scheme o£ regulation in effect 
before the war. and how much more 
should they be able to do so under 
a better and wiser scheme of regu- 
lation now in effect." 


Mr. Willard said that federal con- 
trol of the carriers was not designed 
to test the relative advantages of 
private and public operation but to 
help win the war. 


He emphasized that In 1920, after 
termination of federal control, the 
railroads carried two per cent more 
freight than while in charge of the 
government. 


Contention of McAdoo that the 
government returned the railroad in 
better condition than when thev were 
taken over by the government were 
denied by Mr. Willard. 


Mr. Willard 
presented 
detailed | 
evidence in the case of the Baltimore 
and Ohio to show that the condition 
of cars, locomotives and roadway 
was not as good when federal con- 
trol 
ended as when the line was 
taken over.

a further precaution. In one case 
there were more than 30 contacts 
to be examined. In the release of 
patients the examination of cultures 
has been made with extreme care to 
pi event further infection. One pat- 
ient carried the germs for several 
weeks after recovering entirely. Such 
a person is called a carrier and 
while not ill yet is a source of ex- 
treme danger. The department has 
been fortunate in possessing won- 
derful Zeiss microscopes to examine 
these cultures and also in possessing 
a good supply of the best stains. The 
work has not been confined solely 
to college students but cultures of 
town's people have been made be- 
cause a report could be had in less 
than 24 hours from the laboratory in, 
Granville, and the physicians have 
been anxious to get such quick diag- 
noses. 
The second line of work in testing 


American microscopical dyes is an 
outgrowth of war conditions. All bi- 
ologists depend upon dyes to stain 
the cells studied under the micro- 
scope. These dyes must be standard 
and have very 
specific qualities. 


Formerly they were secured from 
Germany. Duiing the war the biol- 
ogists were required to depend on 
American dyes, and even now no 
dyes are received from Germany. 
Since the textile dyes were not sat- 
isfactory and had to be refined and 
standaidized we were confronted 
with a serious 
problem. 
Many 


forms sprung- up but put out poor 
products The biologists then formed 
a committee to consider a plan to 
test the dves and put their o. k. on 
the good products. Dr. S. I. Korn- 
hauser was selected as chairman of 
the American zoologists to work in 


I conjunction with the bacteno'ogists, 
botanists and medical profession. At 
Denison, tests have been made on 
manv dves and there are about 20 
men in various parts of the country 
working on Dr. Kornhauser's com

here, according to an announcement 
at Post Field, and investigate the 
killing. The commisison is expected 
to arrive Friday or Saturday. 


A third inquiry got under way 


when M. F. Meadow, federal prohi- 
bition director for Oklahoma began 
to check up to ascertain 
whether 
liquor might have had a part in the 
party which proceeded the killing 
of Lieutenant Colonel Beck. 
"In as much as I cannot say at 
this time what turn the coroners' 
inquest may take, it is possible that 
either manslaughter 
or a murder 
charge may be filed against :ir. 
Day, following- the 
inquest," said 


County Attorney Forest Hughes. 
Day in an interview 
declared he 


had no thought 
of killing 
Beck 


when he returned 
to 
his home 
His only intent Day said was to 
drive Beck from his home. He fear- 
ed Beck might be armed, he E—d, 
and obtained a revolver. 
He said the army officer drew 
bact one hand and then he struck 
Beck on the head with the revolver. 
The discharge of the weapon was 
accidental, he asserted Officials de- 
clared it appeared 
the

death. 
Declaring he "loved Beck like a 


brother," Day asserted he acted as 
almost any "red blooded American, 
who finds his confidence violated, 
his home invaded and his faithful 
wife insulted 
ana 
violently at- 


tacked." 
A statement came from Mrs. Day 
early today gjvmg for the first time 
her vision of the killing. She was 
under the care of a nurse. 
"Beck visited our home on num 
erous occasions," Mis. Day said> 
"one tima he called when Mr. Day 
was away, but it was a very brief 
visit. 
However, each time he call- 


ed, previous to Monday 
night, he 
acted as a perfect 
gentleman in 


every respect, 
coming into our 


home merely as a friend, and one 
whom we were glad to see because 
of his geniality We greatly enjoy- 
ed having him, inasmuch as he was 
brilliant and an acceptable addition 
to any company. 
'Early 
Tuesday 
morning: how- 
ever, after Mr. Day left in the au- 
tomobile to take the other guests 
home, he seized me by the wrists 
and threw one arm around me. It 
was a total surprise to me Nothing 
like that ever occurred before and 
I was dumbfounded by his action. 
As he held me, he made improper 
proposals to me. I struggled vainly 
to free myself from his grasp, 
"It was while I was thus Strug- 
ling that Mr. Day opened the door 
and walked in. He immediately went 
up stairs. It seems to me that sev- 
eral minutes must have passed be- 
fore I heard him coming down the 
tairs again. I remember very dis- 
tinctly that he was standing on the 
landing with a pistol in his hands. 
When I first saw him I was terri- 
fied. I remember distinctly that I 
screamed several times 
"After that I remembered nothing 


more. Weakened by the struggle to 
free myself from Beck's grasp, I 
felt myself fainting. 
The whole 


room swam 
before 
my eyes and 


passed away. The next thing I re- 
member is indistinct. It is that some 
one was undressing me and telling 
me to be quiet, that I needed rest. 


What happened after I saw Mr. 


Day on the landing there, I am un- 
able to tell. I just remember that 
everything seemed to dim before my 
eyes and faded out."

FREE BY COURT 


Appellate Judges Unani- 


mous in Decision Re- 
versing Contempt Case 
In Atherton Trial. 


Eugene Schlegel was exonerated 


from charges of contempt of court 
on which he was found guilty by 
Judge J. W. Tarbell of the common 
pleas court during the trial of For- 
mer Mayor Herbert A. Atherton, by 
the decisions of the judges of the 
court of appeals whose opinions in 
the case were received by 
Clerk 
Harold 
Hartshorn 
late 
yesterday 


afternoon. 
Each judge rendered a separate 


opinion ^n the case which was that 
of Eugene Schlegel, plaintiff in er- 
ror vs. the State of Ohio, defendant 
in error. Schlegel was found guilty 
of contempt of court and fined $100 
and sentenced to 10 days in jail for 
refusing to answer questions put to 
him 
by Prosecutor 
Norpell and 
Judge Tarbell after he had been 
granted immunity. 
Judge F. N. Patterson holds that 
the sentence imposed on Schlegel is 
null and void and that the accused 
man should be discharged. He held 
that the court did not have the right 
to sentence him as it did. 
Judge L. B. Houck held that 
Schlegel had the right to refuse to 
answer questions put to him on the 
ground that they might tend to in 
criminate him and stated that the 
judge committed a reversable error 
in trying to compel Schlegel to tes- 
tify. He also held that the fine as- 
sessed was without statuatory au- 
thority and so was null and void. 
Judge R. S. Shields held that the 
court erred in assessing a $100 fine 
as this was in excess of the amount 
allowed under the law which applied 
to the case. All three judges con- 
curred in the judgment of reversal

War will not be innocuous, even 


though poison gases be eliminated 


- and submarines be confined for their 
depredations to war vessels. We can't 
be sure that the non-signatory pow- 
ers will join those represented at the 
Washington conference, or even that 
the signatory powers will resist 
temptations to use the 
forbidden 


weapons, or to use them in forbid- 
den ways. But the foremost nations 
in the world have taken 
definite 
steps to curtail the horrors of war. 


The objections to poison gas and 


to the "spurlos versenkt" methods of 
the German navy do not rest upon 
the same ground. 
The sinking of 


non-combatant vessels without warn- 
ing, with no opportunity to surren- 
der or to escape, doomed the crews 
and passengers, non-combatants, to 
death, and was clearly repugnant to 
tho laws of nations as they had long 
existed and as they were codified at 
The Hague in 1907.

Potato Soup With Cheese.

cup grated cheese. 
Slice onions 
and 
put in milk.

BROOKLYN HONORS LAST OF AMERICAN DEAD RETURNED FROM 


WORLD WAR BATTLEFIELDS 


St. Louis, April 5.—An undertak- 
ing to survey the historic trees of St. 
Louis and vicinity has been begun 
by the Missouri Botanical Garden 
with- a report on the "Daniel Boone 
Judgement Tree." and American elm, 
at Femme Osage, St. Charles county, 
about 55 miles west of here. 
The tree stands upon a farm 


which was part of the land owned 
and tilled by Boone during his Miss- 
ouri residence in 1820. It is named 
the "Judgment Tree" from the fact 
that Boone, as syndic (judge) for the 
district under the Spanish rule Of 
Louisiana, was said to have held 
court under it during the hot days 
of summer. 
Said to be less known than other 
istorical spots in Missouri, the tree 
is in an almost impassable section 
and has been neglected, 
according 
the Garden's surveying 
party 


hich visited the spot. 
An examination of the tree by G. 


H. Pring, horticulturist and head of 
the party, disclosed that the tree is 
-rotting and that is life likely will 
end within the next dozen years un 
less it is put into the care of tree 
surgeons. Pring said that if prop- 
erly treated, the span of tree's life, 
already about 150 years, may be pro- 
longed another century. 
The tree is about 70 feet high and 


has a, circumference of 16 feet, 6 
inches— 
The tree stands about 75 feet from 
the old Boone home, the first stone 
house in Missouri and the house in 
which the famous 
pioneer 
settler 


died. 
Only one relic accredited as com 


ing down from Boone's day remains i 
on the farm. 
It is an old grind-1 


stone said to have been used b> , 
Boone himself.

SURVEY IS MADE 
TO STUDY CAUSE 
OF IDLENESS 


Bureau of Experts Seek 


To Prevent Recurrent 
Cycles of Depression 


New York, April 5.—A nation-wide 


investigation of unemployment in 
the United States, as affected by the 
business cycle, is being made by tho 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search. 


This inquiry is defined ns an en- 


deavor to reduce economic waste, to 
increase production and to formulate 
a comprehensive policy and program 
for tho better control of the factors 
in business and industry hitherto 
left largely to chance. 


It is expected that together with 


th« companion Inquiry on seasonal 
unemployment which will follow, it 


will disclose definitely the causes, 
trends and distribution of unemploy- 
ment. 


"VVcsley Clair Mitchell, the bureau's 


director of research, is conducting 
the inquiry under the auspices of the 
standing committee which was left 
in being by the president's confer- 
ence on unemployment and of which 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover is 
chairman. 


On the basis of the information ob- 


tained, tho committee hopes to rec- 
ommend a concrete policy and pro- 
gram of control to displace tempo- 
rary palliatives and emergency meas- 
ures in dealing with the unemploy- 
ment problem in this country.
